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FOREWORD 

Reunions  of  the  descendants  of  Peter  and  Anna  Badertscher  were  held 
in  Bluffton,  Ohio,  for  a  number  of  years  when  it  became  apparent  that  the 
relationship  was  so  extensive  that  it  was  considered  wise  by  the  Christian 
Badertscher  family  to  withdraw  and  organize  separately.  Consequently, 
except  for  a  brief  outline  of  the  Peter  Badertscher  History,  which  entrenches 
our  roots,  this  history  is  restricted  to  Christian  Badertscher  and  his  dscendants. 

The  first  reunion  of  this  branch  of  the  family  was  a  rather  informal  one 
held  at  the  home  of  Noah  Finke  in  St.  Marys  in  1941.  The  following  year 
one  was  held  at  the  home  of  Sam  Badertscher  in  Bluffton  which  was  also 
somewhat  informal,  inasmuch  as  I  was  appointed  or  elected  President  and 
no  one  seemed  to  remember  after  several  years  had  elapsed  who  the  other 
officers  were.  Because  of  World  War  II,  which  caused  the  absence  of  so  many 
of  our  beloved  youths  and  due  to  gasoline  and  other  restrictions  imposed, 
no  reunions  were  held  during  the  years  1943,  1944  and  1945. 

In  1946,  we  reunited  in  Bluffton  and  formally  organized  by  electing  the 
officers  enumerated  below.  This  meeting  was  attended  by  eighty-eight  out 
of  a  total  of  one  hundred  twenty-two  descendants.  We  were  thankful  that 
none  of  our  families  suffered  any  war  casualties  and  it  was  a  joy  to  observe 
the  close  kinship  apparent  at  this  reunion.  It  is  my  keenest  hope  that  this 
bond  of  brotherly  love  will  supply  the  force  to  sustain  our  reunions  for  many 
years  to  come. 

May  God's  richest  blessings  rest  upon  Christian  Badertscher's  descen¬ 
dants  and  may  we  individually  merit  such  blessings.

PETER  AND  ANNA  BADERTSCHER 

Peter  Badertscher,  the  son  of  Frederick  Badertscher,  was  born  Septem¬ 
ber  29,  1805,  in  Lapenswald,  Switzerland.  He  was  married  to  Anna  Ashliman 
on  July  18,  1827,  who  was  born  October  25,  1805,  in  the  same  village  To 
this  union  were  born  nine  children,  as  follows:  Barbara,  John  U.,  Elizabeth, 
Mathias,  Peter,  Christian,  Fred,  Anna  and  Magdelena. 

In  the  year  1855  he  and  his  family  emigrated  to  America  in  a  sailboat. 
The  voyage  was  a  long  one  which  lasted  forty  days  and  nights.  After  they 
landed  in  New  York  City  they  came  to  Allen  County,  Ohio,  and  located  near 
Bluffton  in  the  Swiss  Settlement. 

After  the  death  of  the  mother,  in  1855,  the  children  were  put  into  homes 
of  different  neighbors,  as  they  were  all  neighbors  in  pioneer  days.  Peter 
Badertscher  stayed  with  his  oldest  daughter  until  the  time  of  his  death  in 
1872  at  the  age  of  66  years. 


THE  HISTORY  OF 


CHRISTIAN  AND  MARY  BADERTSCHER 


Christian  Badertscher,  a  native  of  Switzerland,  was  born  April  23,  1842. 
At  the  age  of  13  he  came  with  his  parents,  Peter  and  Anna  Badertscher,  to 
America.  After  the  death  of  his  mother,  he  and  his  sister  Anna  were  given 
a  good  home  by  Rev.  John  Moser,  near  Bluff  ton,  Ohio.  On  December  15, 
1864  he  married  Mary  Gratz,  and  to  this  union  eleven  children  were  born; 
Sarah,  David  (deceased),  Anna,  Noah,  infant  son  (deceased),  John,  Daniel, 
Otto  (deceased),  Silas,  Samuel  and  Emma  (deceased). 

In  1874  he  began  studying  for  the  ministry,  graduating  several  years 
later  from  the  Mission  House  near  Sheboygan,  Wisconsin.  His  first  pastorate 
was  in  Iowa.  He  also  preached  in  Findlay,  Bluffton,  and  several  other  places. 
On  October  1,  1886,  Rev.  Badertscher  accepted  a  call  to  St.  Paul's  church  in 
St.  Marys  and  served  it  faithfully  for  thirteen  years  and  three  months. 

Many  times  Rev.  Badertscher  and  his  sons  went  out  to  the  reservoir, 
now  called  Lake  St.  Marys,  and  got  logs  out  of  the  lake  in  order  to  have 
fuel  for  the  church  and  the  home.  On  December  24,  1899,  he  left  St.  Marys 
and  again  went  to  Bluffton,  serving  in  the  church  at  that  place  as  substitute 
minister.  This  closed  his  career  as  a  minister  and  he  retired  on  account  of 
dull  hearing  which  afflicted  him.  Rev.  Christian  Badertscher  died  of  pneu¬ 
monia  January  29,  1924,  at  the  age  of  81  years.  Mrs.  Badertscher  died  of  car¬ 
diac  dropsy  November  15,  1925,  at  the  age  of  83  years.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Badert¬ 
scher  have  88  direct  descendants;  11  children,  27  grandchildren,  48  great 
grandchildren  and  13  great  great  grandchildren.  We  owe  our  gratitude  to 
our  forefathers  for  a  firm  foundation  where  we  may  live  a  religious  life  and 
build  a  worthy  character. 
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I  SARAH  BADERTSCHER  FINKE 


Sarah  Badertscher,  the  eldest  of  the  Christian  Badertscher  children  was 
born  on  June  18,  1865  on  a  farm  near  Bluffton,  Ohio.  Her  childhood  mem¬ 
ories  are  vivid  to  her  at  the  present  time. .  She  remembers  watching  her 
mother  dip  candles,  and  remembers  how  frightened  the  whole  family  was 
when  they  got  their  first  coal  oil  lamp.  She  had  her  schooling  in  a  little 
one-room  school  house  where  the  children  sang  their  lessons  aloud  to  mem¬ 
orize  them. 

At  the  age  of  15  she  took  a  job  away  from  home  and  on  weekends 
when  she  was  lonesome  for  her  family,  she  would  walk  home  seven  miles 
to  see  them.  Several  years  later  she  and  John  Finke  were  married. 

Sarah  and  John  were  the  proud  parents  of  five  children;  Amelia,  Clara, 
Anna,  Noah  and  Amanda.  John  Finke  passed  away  at  the  age  of  70  after  a 
happy  marriage  of  46  years.  During  his  lifetime  he  was  the  Superintendent 
of  the  St.  Marys  Cemeteries.  For  many  years  the  family  lived  in  the  big 
house  at  the  entrance  to  the  cemeteries. 

Sarah  is  the  grandmother  of  nine  children  and  the  great-grandmother 
of  nine.  She  is  now,  at  82,  keenly  interested  in  her  large  family  and  large 
circle  of  friends.  She  spends  her  spare  hours  in  her  garden  and  is  still  an 
active  member  of  her  church. 

A.  MARY  AMELIA  FINKE  was  born  in  St.  Marys,  Ohio  on  August  13, 
1890.  While  still  in  her  teens  she  went  to  Chicago  to  work  in  her  aunt's 
bakery.

Anna  Badertscher,  the  second  oldest  child  of  Christian  and  Mary  was 
born  in  Bluffton,  Ohio  on  August  19,  1868.  Of  her  childhood  days  in  Wis¬ 
consin  she  recalls  the  Indians  begging  at  their  door,  and  the  tornado  that 
took  the  roof  off  their  home  while  their  mother  with  the  three  children  (Sarah, 
Noah  and  herself)  were  in  the  fields  dodging  missiles. 

The  only  school  she  attended  was  the  one-room  country  school  house 
near  Bluffton.  There  she  won  quite  a  recognition  among  her  schoolmates 
as  a  story-teller  during  recess  or  lunch  hour. 

From  her  early  teens  to  the  time  she  was  married  she  lived  in  St. 
Marys,  Ohio.  There  she  met  Henry  Schoneberger,  a  German  born  lad. 
They  were  married  June  11,  1893  and  had  three  children;  Leonard  (de¬ 
ceased),  Meta  and  Walter.

This  union  was  short  as  Louise  died  after  a  few 
years,  leaving  a  daughter  and  son,  Esther  and  Leonard.  Leonard  is  now 
deceased.
